OmoAOO, May 36.—It was reported 
last night that negotiations were pend- 
ing between the state's attorney and a 
well-known Chicago lawyer, in behalf of 
a man not yet arrested, in which he 
proposes to surrender himself to the 
authorities, tell the whole story and 
bring all concerned to justice. 
The 
proposition was not rejected, but as re- 
ported was taken under consideration 
and a conference between Judge Long- 
neoker and Chief Hubbard was held in 
reg^d to it. 
Gfteir decision, if they 
reached any, was not made known. 


It was hinted that the man who was 
willing to turn informer in order to save 
his own neck resides in an eastern city, 
and that he has been induced to make 
the effort from the fear that the work 
undertaken by Luke Dillon, whereby 
the Clan-ne-Gael organization is to re- 
veal the plot, will prove successful. 


Williard Williams, who was arrested 
at South Bend, Ind., has been released. 
He was not the man wanted. 


IIUEE DHJION TAIIKS. 


Mr. Luke Dillon, of PhOadelphia, 
who is here as the representative of the 
Clan-na-Gael, to watch the Cronin case, 
made an important statement Isut even- 
ing in reference to the investigation 
thereof: 


"I think," he said, "that the bond of 
secresy is now considered removed, so 
far as it effects members of our organi- 
zation and the detection of the mur- 
derers of Dr. Cronin. 
The oath of se- 
cresy must never conflict with the duty 
which we owe as citizens to the repub- 
lic. 
In 
a Clime 
of 
this 
magni- 
tude 
it 
would 
be 
unpardonable 
for any class of citizens to withhold 
their assistance from the authorities in 
enforcing the law. 
Justice must be 
done. 
Any member of the Clan-ne- 
Gael organization who assists the au- 
thorities in this case—oaths or pledges 
of sewecy to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing—^is doing his duty, both as a citizen 
and as a member of our organization," 


It is inferred from this statement that 
Mr. Dillon has the authority of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the Clan-ne-Gael 
for removing the bans of secrecy. 
Mr. 
Dillon also said in reference to the po- 
lice authorities: 


" I think they are doing their full 
duty, 
i feel better to-night about the 
matter than at any time since I came 
here. 
I am satisfied that Judge Long- 
necker especially is doing good work 
and that we are on the right track. 
We 
have got some'of the criminals and we 
are going to get others. 
I am fully 
satisfied, from the investigations which 
I have made, that the crime was plotted 
and planned by persons who now reside 
and have resided here. 
Outsiders have 
had nothing to do with it." 


"How about McGeehan ?" 
"Well, to tell the truth, I think that 
the persons who plotted the affair were 
too deep to take him into their confi- 
dence." 


This statement seems to confirm the 
story that McGeehan has all along been 
in the confidence of the Philadelphia 
Clan-na-Gael leaders, and that he was a 
looker on in the camp of the hostile fac- 
tion. 
Mr. Dillon said he did not expect 
many new developments in the case for 
some days except what the press would 
bring forth.

The states attorney is going to probe 
the murder conspiracy to the bottom, 
and if he can secure the co-operation of 
diednterested Lishmen, he will have the 
senior guardian of every Clan-na-Gteel 
camp in Chicago summoned before the 
next grand jury. 
It is not unlikely too, 
that he will have Luke Dillon, the only 
member of the Clan-na-Gael triumvi- 
rate, who is known to the public, placed 
on the stand for the purpose of com- 
pelling him to reveal the names of his 
two associates as well as the name of the 
district delegate who is supposed to 
have first handled liie charges that 
were made against Dr. Cronin.

Twenty-nine years of unbroken devotion 
to suffering humanity is a long time, 
and when given with iinstinted charity, 
not for the sake of earth, but a future 
beyond this existence, as was the case 
with Sister Matrona, 
her deeds and 
memory are worthy of immortelles here 
and beyond the grave. 


Sister Matrona was a native of Attlin, 
Wesphalia. 
Her age was 
fifty-four 
years. 


During 1882 and two years afterwards 
she had charge of the pest house in 
Chicago.

NEW YOBK, May 30.—A cablegram 
from Berlin has been received here giv- 
ing the substance of the treaty agreed 
upon yesterday by the Samoan confer- 
ence. 


Malietoa is to be reinstated as king 
and the statu« quo ante restored; Ger- 
many accepts a nominal indemnity; the 
government of the islands is to be pure- 
ly by natives, with an advisory council 
composed of one representative of Ger- 
many and one of the United States, 
with an English representative who will 
act only as arbitrator or umpire when 
the other two can not agree. 


A land coift-t to settle disputes and 
claims will be established. 
The munici- 
pal government of Apia is to be native, 
with advisory provisions similar to the 
general government. 
The 
absolute 
autumony of Samoa is guaranteed with 
native predominance in all departments 
of the government. 
A tariff schedule is 
included in the treaty. 
Each of the 
three powers is allotted the use of a 
coaling station, with all privileges there- 
in, except sovereignity. 


BEKIJIN, May 30.—At the Samoan con- 
ference yesterday, the harbor rights of 
the United States and the conditions 
under which merchandise may be im- 
ported were discussed. 
It is intended 
to allow the Samoans all possible facili- 
ties. The conference settled Germany's 
demand for indemnity, making the sum 
to be paid by the natives a national 
one. The American commissioners are 
awaiting instructions from Washington, 
where a synopsis of the treaty has been 
sent, before signing the convention. 
The instructions are expected 
next 
week.
